The largest of the,cardboard rectan- 


gles is first covered ftitli the flowered 
paper. The paper >j£ folded over the 
edjre to n considerable Cepth. at least 
an inch aud a hal|;I?'ein5 desirable.

The smaller cardboard rectangle is cov- 
ered with the plain crape paper, which, 
for instance, may be yellow if a yellow 
flowered paper is being used.
